For reasons well known to many of the subscribers, the 
numbers of Hebkaica — hereafter The American Journal of 
Semitic Languages and Literatures — have, during the past 
three years, been issued irregularly. The work of organizing 
the University of Chicago, iia connection with which the Journal 
is now published, has made it difficult to devote to the editorial 
work the necessary amount of time.
